I Are attitudes evolving? 



Despite courses in biology and anthropology, 
many American college students don't believe in 
evolution. That's according to a survey published 
by Current Anthropology, 

During the study, more than 2,100 college 
students from 40 campuses answered a 72- 
question survey about attitudes on evolution. 

Among the survey findings: 

• Some 38 percent of the students believed 
that human life originated in the Garden of Eden. 

• 10 percent believed evolution has a goal 
and is directed by God. 

• In the Southwest, where creationism is 
more likely to be emphasized, 52 percent 
believed in the biblical account of creation, 
compared with only 15 percent in the East. Some 
49 percent of the students from rural areas 
believed that fossils came from animals that died 
during the "flood" described in the biblical story 
of Noah. Forty-one percent of urban students 
shared that belief. 

• 45 percent believed some races of humans 
are more evolved than others. 

Still, the students appeared more convinced 
of evolution than the general public. A 1982 
Gallup Poll showed 44 percent believed God 
created things pretty much the way they are 
about 10,000 years ago; 38 percent believed God , 
guides evolution. Only 9 percent believed man 
evolved over milhons of years and that God had 
no part in the process. The rest said they dldnt 
know.

Jerome A. Brentar. the Cleveland ' 
travel agent who was dismissed

"helped everyone who applied.'l^ 

Brentar's removal from the Bush 
campaign, after allegations of his 
anti-Semitic activity appeared in a 
Wasbhigton Jewish newspaper, 
also has called attention to other 



volunteer leaders of the Bush cam- 
paign. 

They include; 

• The national chamnan of Romanians for 
Bush, Florian GaltJau, Galdau *as a closa asso- 
ciate and defendef of Archbishop Valerian Trita, ' 
who was accused Dy the Justice Depanment of 
inciling pogroms by the pro-^a7( Romanian Iron 
Guard in January 1941 mBucharesl. 

• The natioral co-chairman of Bulgarians for 
Bush, fiadt Slavoff. Slavotf heads the Bulgarian 
National Front, formed by memders of the Uaz<- 
aligned Bulgarian legion after The war. 

• The national vice chairman of Italian-Ameri- 
cans for Bush. Phillip Gusrino, He is an honocarv 
Americcn member of P-2 Lodga, a goup out- 
lawed in Italy since it plotted throughout the 
1970s to overthrow the ItaJian aovBrnment and 
install a dictatorship. 

• Botidan Fedorak, national ethnic vice ctiair- 
man of Ukrainians for Bush. He is head of exter- 
nal affairs in the United States for the Organiza- 
tion of Ukrainian Nationalists/ Bandera, said by 
hisionans to be a Naii-collaborationist organiza- 
tion linked to anthPolish and anii-Jawieh war- 
time pogroms.
